During  the  year  1960,  27  calls  were  made  in  the 
town.    These  visits  were  as  follows: 

Crippled  Children's  Services,  2;  Cardiac,  3;  Men- 
tal Hygiene,  5;  Heaf  Testing,  4;  Patch  Testing,  3;  Pre- 
school, 7;  Tuberculosis,  3. 

In  May,  a  Well  Child  Conference  was  held,  at  which 
time  24  children  received  physical  examinations. 

During  the  year,  the  children  have  been  transport- 
ed to  Groveton  to  attend  the  Salk  Vaccine  and  Triple 
Toxoid  Clinics. 

In  October,  44  students  and  one  teacher  in  the 
Stark  school,  and  eight  students  and  one  teacher  in 
the  Crystal  school,  participated  in  the  new  tubercuhn 
testing  program,  The  Heaf  Test,  which  was  adminis- 
tered by  Dr.  William  M.  Prince,  Director,  of  the  Bu- 
reau of  Communicable  Disease  Control. 

It  has  been  a  pleasure  to  work  with  the  Citizens  of 
Stark  and  Crystal,  and  at  this  time  I  would  like  to 
thank  them  for  their  cooperation.

STARK  SCHOOL  BOARD  REPORT 

Stark,  New  Hampshire 
January  18,  1961 

To  the  Parents  of  Stark: 

Dear  Parents, 

As  you  no  doubt  know  Groveton  High  School  has 
recently  added  greatly  to  its  facilities  and  program 
especially  in  the  fields  of  shop,  music,  science  and 
sports,  by  the  completion  of  new  construction.  The 
Stark  School  Board  have  been  asked  to  explore  the 
possibilities  of  greater  participation  in  this  expanded 
program  by  extending  its  benefits  downward  to  in- 
clude our  Tth  and  8th  grade  young  people.  So  that 
all  the  children  in  town  may  share  alike,  arrange- 
ments should  assure  that  the  young  people  at  Cry- 
stal would  be  included. 

One  workable  schedule  would  be  to  have  our  pres- 
ent bus  pick  up  all  Crystal  pupils,  beginning  at  the 
fartherest  stop  in  Crystal  village,  (probably  the  Faul- 
kenham  home),  and  others  along  the  way  including 
those  at  Percy,  to  the  Stark  Village  School,  where  all 
children  6th  grade  and  under  are  left.  During  the 
time  the  bus  is  on  its  way  in  from  Crystal,  a  second 
conveyance  (probably  a  station  wagon),  would  bring 
the  children  from  the  back  road  across  to  the  Stark 
schoolhouse.  The  greatest  distance  is  to  the  Dow- 
land  home.  The  bus  picking  up  the  7th  and  8th  grade 
and  high  school  children  from  across  the  river  then 
would  proceed  by  way  of  the  highway  (Route  110) 
to  Groveton,  picking  up  the  7th,  8th  and  high  school 
students  from  Stark  to  the  town   hne.      While   the 
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bus  is  on  its  way  to  Groveton  the  second  conveyance 
would  pick  up  the  first  to  the  6th  grade  children 
along  Route  110  beginning  at  the  Burt  home. 

In  the  afternoon  the  operation  would  be  more  sim- 
ply performed  because  the  younger  children  could  be 
delivered  home  before  the  bus  arrived  at  the  school- 
house.  Not  too  great  an  expense  would  be  incurred 
even  if  the  young  children  were  sent  home  to  Percy 
and  Crystal  in  advance  of  the  return  of  the  bus. 

To  summarize: 

(1)    Benefits  are  somewhat  obvious: 

(A)  Expanded  program  for  all  7th  and  8th  graders 

(B)  Two  rooms  with  three  grades  in  a  room,  as 
compared  to  four  grades  in  two  rooms  and  all  grades 
in  the  third  building  as  now 

(C)  Hot  lunch  program  for  all  children  in  town 

(D)  Conveyance  for  all  children  in  town 

(E)  State  school  funds  will  be  in  the  same  amount 
as  if  the  children  remained  in  town 

(F)  Some  difference  in  total  cost,  less,  if  anything

(2)    These  things  should  be  borne  in  mind: 

(A)  The  Stark  School  Board  is  not  promoting  this 
scheme  in  and  of  itself  but  is  willing  to  insert  an  en- 
abUng  article  in  the  warrant  for  the  annual  meeting; 

(B)  The  Board  is  not  willing  to  have  the  Crystal 
School  closed.  Operation  would  be  suspended  for 
one  year  only,  unless  the  district  voted  differently; 

(C)  Groveton  will  provide  facilities  during  the 
school  year  1961-62  on  a  trial  basis.  Any  later  ar- 
rangement would  be  based  on  the  outcome  of  this 
first  year. 

(D)  There  appears  to  be  enough  favorable  interest 
at  the  present  time  so  that  an  article  will  be  in  the 
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warrant  for  the  annual  meeting.    Please  consider  the 

matter  carefully.

REPORT  OF  THE 
SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

1960-1961 

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Stark: 

I  hereby  submit  my  annual  report  as  Superintend- 
ent of  Schools.  All  information  called  for  by  custom 
and  the  statutes  is  included  in  the  following  pages. 
One  matter  should  be  explained  in  detail  since  it 
represents  a  departure  from  our  present  procedure. 

With  the  construction  of  new  additions  to  the 
high  and  elementary  buildings  at  Groveton,  great 
improvement  has  been  made  in  the  offerings  of  the 
two  schools  and  more  classrooms  are  available.  Al- 
together four  additional  teachers  have  been  added  to 
the  staff.  The  Stark  high  school  students  have  had 
the  benefits  of  this  expanded  program  and  some  par- 
ents have  surveyed  the  possibilites  of  extending  its 
coverage  to  the  members  of  the  seventh  and  eighth 
grades.  This  schedule  could  be  tried  during  the  com- 
ing year  while  the  enrollment  in  these  two  grades  is 
small  and,  if  deemed  successful,  could  then  be  ar- 
ranged on  a  more  permanent  basis.  These  matters 
were  explained  in  detail  in  an  open  letter  to  parents 
distributed  under  the  date  of  January  16.  However, 
this  is  not  a  decision  to  be  made  by  the  school  board 
members  but  should  have  the  voice  of  the  meeting. 

As  part  of  this  arrangement  it  would  not  be  neces- 
sary to  operate  the  Crystal  school.  This  would  save 
the  cost  of  one  teacher  plus  fuel  and  janitor  service. 
Mrs.  Whitcher  has  already  announced  she  is  not  in- 
terested in  returning  to  this  school  for  the  coming 
year  and  it  will  be  a  real  problem  to  find  a  replace- 
ment. 

The  question  that  each  parent  and  interested  party 
should  ask  himself:  "Does  this  proposed  plan  serve 
the  best  interest  of  the  children  better  than  our 
present  arrangements."

other  than  the  above,  no  marked  change  is  anti- 
cipated in  the  system.  The  young  people  have  con- 
tinued to  do  well  at  the  high  school  level  indicating 
that  there  has  been  good  training  at  the  grade  level. 
Attendance  has  been  relatively  high  and  enrollment 
has  held  about  as  last  year. 

Because  of  higher  enrollment  for  last  year  the 
state  school  fund  has  nearly  doubled  and  this  in- 
crease should  be  available  next  year  if  the  equalized 
valuation  (set  biannually  by  the  State  Tax  Commis- 
sion) remains  the  same. 

The  hot  lunch  program,  ably  conducted  by  Mrs. 
Emma  Miles,  continues  to  render  a  real  service  to 
those  who  benefit  by  it  but  it  is  not  wholly  self  sup- 
porting. The  board  is  asking  that  $400.00  be  raised 
as  a  special  appropriation. 

The  nurse's  report  shows  that  our  health  problems 
are  no  greater  than  we  may  well  expect  and  the  par- 
ents have  cooperated  to  keep  them  at  a  minimum. 

Both  in  a  financial  way  and  academically  the 
schools  seem  to  be  doing  very  well.  This  is  a  credit 
to  the  school  board  and  parents  as  well  as  the  pupils 
and  staff  members.  All  evidence  points  toward  con- 
tinued improvement. 

I  appreciate  this  opportunity  to  report.
